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Russians Evacuate Four-power Building In Berlin, Completing Division Of City 


TWO U.S. PLANES 
CRASH IN RAIN 
HAULING FOOD

today and hauled down their flag. 
ThU action appeared to complete 
the division of Berlin between the 
East and West—a t least aa far as 
the Russians are concerned. 
In another development two United 
B ta tea four-engined "Flying Coal­ 
m an" planes spanning the Soviet 
blockade of Berlin crashed while 
landing during a heavy rainstorm 
a t Tempelhof airdrom e today. 
One smashed through a fence and 
burned but the crew of two escaped 
through an emergency hatch with­ 
out serious injuries. 
Ctrw Unhurt 
The terrified children watched Hal- 
through clouds, landed on a half- 
completed runw ay and was heavily 
dam aged The crew was unhurt. 
The Russians withdrew July 
I 
from 
the 
Allied 
Kom rnandatura, 
which had provided four-power ad­ 
m inistration for this city for three 
years. They pulled out with the 
comment th at "the K om rnandatura 
no longer exists." 
They then announced they would 
retain their sentry and flag at the 
building until their archives have 
been removed The Kom rnandatura 
is situated in the American sector of 
the city. 
Since the withdrawal, the an ti­ 
com m unist city adm inistration has 
been under constant Communist a t­ 
tack and several of its branches have 
been split between the East and 
West. This includes the police force 
and food adm inistration. 
Hay* lf. S. Favor* Stand 
A U. 8. official told Germ ans In 
the U. S sector last night th at polls 
taken back in the States show the 
Americans 
w ant a strong stand 
against Russia. 
The American M ilitary govern­ 
m ent spokesman, broadcasting on 
a U. 8 zone hookup, declared last 
night th a t four out of five Ameri­ 
cans said the United States should 
rem ain in Berlin even lf it m eant 
war 
"The 
American 
people 
believe 
th a t peace is not to be found in re­ 
treat," he said. "There Is, in fact, 
evidence th a t the American people 
feel th at the government m ight well 
have been firmer in its attitude to­ 
ward the Soviet Union in past nego­ 
tiations.”

Guided Discussions 
These “cells" were made up of 
people who already were Commu­ 
nists or who were sucked into them 
and became Communists or sym­ 
pathizers. 
. 
How did a non-Communist get 
into one of them? Say his name wa* 
Jones. He had no idea of becoming 
a Communist. But he was unhappy 
about social, or economic or political 
conditions in Canada. 
A Communist, unknown to Jones 
as a Conpnunist. would invite him 
to Join a group studying political or 
economic or social affairs. 
By listening to the group discus­ 
sion and taking part in it, he’d be­ 
gin to develop a critical attitude to­ 
ward western democratic society. 
The discussion was shaped that way, 
although Jones didn’t know It at 
first. 
Undermined Loyalty 
Gradually his loyalty to Canadian 
society was undermined by the cell. 
At last he'd be a Communist, al­ 
though not a card-carrying mem­ 
ber. He’d be a secret member. 
(The party wanted certain kinds 
of people, like scientists and stu­ 
dents anti others, to be secret mem­ 
bers They could place other secret 
members in Important government 
| jobs.) 
When Colonel Zabotin needed an 
agent or spy for a certain kind of 
j Job. he’d get in touch with the Ca- 
i nadian Communist party leaders. 
If Jon es happened to be in or 
near that Job—and if the party lead­ 
ers thought he had progressed far 
I enough in Communism to be trust­ 
ed—they'd tell Zabotin about him. 
Zabotin would contact him, size him 
up. check on him. and, if Jones was 
willing, use him in the spy ring.
